The mean pressure, temperature, &c., are deduced from observations made at 6h , 10h, Ibh., 
id 22h; the maximum and minimum temperatures from self-registering thermometers. All the 
ermometers are verified, and the readings have been corrected to a standard constructed and veri- 
d at the Kew Observatory. ‘They are exposed under a thatched. shed open at the sides, and are 
spended four feet above the ground, 

The barometer ré&diugs are corrected approximately to those of the standard” (Newman’s 
o. 86) at the Surveyor-General’s Office. 

The hygrometrie clements are obtained from tables III, IV, and V of the official tables computed 
the Meteorological Office, and based on Regnault’s modification of August’s formula. 

‘The direction and movement of the wind are taken from the trace of a Beckley’s anemograph. 

‘The mouth of the rain-fauge is one foot above the ground,

Since the transfer to the Presidency Banks of the business formerly transacted at the 
General, Treasuries of the Government at the Presidency Towns, the title of “General

+ the Presidency Banks and the officers of the Government will abstain from applying to any 
department of the Banks the title of General Treasury or Her Majesty’s Treasury.

‘the requirements of the sea-goin, of that province. Lieutenant Warden 
"observes that the staff of the Master titnidante Daparhausat is weaker by three 
. officets than it was ten years ago, and thatthe reforms introduced by the Con- 3 
sulting Naval Officer to of India have materially increased the 
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work. A scheme for the reorganization of the Marine Service has, however, 
been drawn up by the Government of India and will shortly take effect. The 
Lientenant-Governor has more than once expressed his opinion that reforms were 
needed to secure the efficient. administration of Marine affairs in these 
provinces. i ‘ 

3. In the year under report the Pilot Service numbered 70 members, that 
being the stfength to which it was reduced last year, and which it is 
inténded to maintain in future, Forty-seven pilots belong to ‘the covenanted 
service, and 23 are licensed pilots. Of the 47 service pilots, 88 were actnally 
running,*3 were in command of pilot vessels, 10 were on leave, and 1 
was employed on staff duty. The 23 licensed pilots were‘ all actually 
running, so that altogether 56 pilots, or two less than last year, were available 
for service on vessels poigite and leaving the Hooghly. This number of 56 
running pilots was considered by the Committee of 1872 to be sufficient for 
the working of 2,000 vessels in’ the year, allowing an average of four days as 
the period for. taking a ship up or down the ‘tiver. The actual number of - 
ships pilcted during the year, including 28 pilot vessels and light vessels, 
amounted to 2,310; but as the'time now occupied in the pilotage of each 
vessel is much shorter than was allowed for in the Committee’s estimate, there 
seems noyreason to doubt that the number of 56 running pilots is sufficient for 
-the work of the port, provided that proper arrangements are made for sending 
a sufficient supply of ban down to the Sandheads to await the arrival of in- 
“coming ups. 
The scheme proposed by this Government for recruiting the Pilot 
Service has been accepted by the Secretary of State. Leadsmen apprentices will 
in future be selected from the training ships in England, and no more appoint- 
ments will be made in this country. p

6. A considerable increase is apparent both in the number of vessels 
and in the gross tonnage, which is believed to be due for the most part to the 
number of short voyages to and from the ports of the Madras coast under- 
taken by steamers and sailing vessels exporting rice from Bengal. A similar 
expansion of the traffic of the port was observable in a less degree in 1874, 
when distress prevailed jn Behar, and rice ‘was largely imported from 

* British’ Burmah. It was noticed in the Resolution on ‘the report for 1875-76 
that the decrease in the number of vessels entering, and leaving the port was 
entirely in steamers, the number and tonnage of sailing vessels showing an. 
increase. During the past year the increase in the number‘ of steamers was 
277, and in the number of sailing vessels 185.. The average tonnage of steamers 
is sliglitly less than in the previous year,’ but there is a considerable rise in the

Froth this statement, 

which has been prepared in accordante with the instructions conveyed in the 

Government letter of 10th October 1875, it appears that each Branch Pilot 

piloted on an average 5°35 ships a month. For Master Pilots the monthly ’ 

average was 3:60 ships, and for Mate Pilots ‘2-94 ships a mom. It will be . 

remembered that the Pilot Committee of 1872 ccnsidered that the strength of the 

Pilot Service should be fixed at that number which would allow each pilot an * 

average of three ships a month. From the figures now presented, it is clear. 

that the recent reorganization of. the Service has operated to raise the average 

earnings of a pilot considerably above the scale which the Committee held to 

he adequate; and that,the reduction of 15 per cent. from the pilotage fees, 

width Sa been made under recent orders, has, not afforded any reasonable 

ground of complaint. ‘ 

9, There were 82 cases of grounding during the year, being 13 less than 
last year, and 36 less than in 1873-74. In 29 cases no damage was done, two 
vessels were totally lost, and a third was dismasted and obliged to ppt back into 
harbour: Marine Courts were held in'the two cases of total loss. In one’ case the 
pilot in charge was acquitted, while in the other, that of the Cawdor Castle, the 
pilot was found guilty of unskilfulness and was dismissed: There were seven 
collisions, but considerable damage was done only in one case. Departmental 
Courts of Enquiry were held in two cases of grounding and one of collision. Spe- 
cial Courts under section 4 of Act IV of 1875 were convened to enquire into the 
loss of the Asia by fire while at anchor in the port, and of the Prince Waldemar 
on the Roy Mullah sand. In the former case the Court found that the fire was 
accidental, and in the latter that the ship was 30 miles out of her reckoning 
when she struck. The general conduct of the Pilot Service is reported to have 
been good throughout the year. Considering the increase that has taken place 
in the number and tonnage of vessels, the crowded state of the port, and the 
great. len; and draught of water of the steamers which,have lately been 
built for the Suez Canal trade, it is satisfactory to find so few cases of ground- 
ing; and,so few collisions of a serious nature. :

Fis alana Warden observes that the 
examinations are held at too long’ intervals, and that this bears hardly 
upon young officers whose promotion is delayed thereby. Qn this point, 
however, the Government of India have expressed « wish that the examinations 
should be held half-yearly or quarterly, and it is obvious that, when a large 
body of examiners has tg be assembled, there would be much practical incon- 
venience in holding examinations at shorter mtervals than three months. The

13. “ The pilot vessels and floating light-vessels are reported to be in good 
condition. The new light-ship — as recently been sent to relieve the 
Planet, which has been brought into dock for repairs; but as soon as the Plunet 
returns to her post, the Canopus will be sent to a new station between the Lower 
Gasper and the Outer Light. : 

14. The Vulcan anchor vessel has been employed during the year in 
recovering lost anchors and chains, and has also rendered assistance to the 
River Survey Department both in the Hooghly and on the Orissa coast. The 
cost of the estgblishment of the vessel amounted to Rs, 5,208, and Rs. 959 
was paid to the crew for salvage. The stock in hand of recovered anchors 
and chains is estimated to be worth Rs. 5,514, Although the vessel was 
employed during a part of the year on survey duties, and in spite of .a serious 
misunderstanding with the erew, which resulted in the suspension ef the -com- 
mander, the income, excluding the-value of the stock in hand, exeeeded the 
expenditure by Rs. 1,828. . : 

15. The houses of refuge were visited several times in the year, and haye 
lately been thoroughly refitted and replenished with stores. +I'wo houses have 
beth. sandy rebuilt. 

‘ 16. The account given'im the Marine Report. shows the distribution of the 
Inland Flotilla up to the end of the year. Since then the Prince Albert, with 
the large flats Ganges and Konai, and No. 10 famine steamer, with two smaller 
flats, have heen placed at the disposal of the Chief Engineer, Northem Bengal 
State Railway, for the conveyance of railway plant, and the hull: @hazee- 
pore has been transferred to the Port Fund of False Point. It is understood

Tuts examination was the second on the competitive principle under the 
revised rules of November 1875. : 

The number of appointments offered for competition was fourin the higher 
(Bs. 100 per mensem), and six in the lower grade (Rs. 50 and Rs. 25 per men- 


2, The number of candidates examined was 20 in all, of whom 13 were for 
the entire examination, two who partially passed last year were for examination 
in the unpassed subjects only, and five were assistantsin the Opium Department 
for examinaticn in botany and chemistry. 

‘8. O€ the 13 candidates for the entire examination (ten for the higher 
and three fdr the lower grade) not one was passed completely. ‘Two of them, 


. however (named on the margin), who were can- 
Boonie Delia, didates for the higher grade, though they failed fot 


that grade, yet obtained more than the requisite 
number of marks to pass them for the lower gratle. is 

4, By paragraph 7 of the Examination Rules, a candidate who fails ‘in, 
the examination for the upper grade i$ not entitled to be considered as: passed 
by the lower grade merely because he earned a sufficient number of murks to 
pass him for that grade; but in accordance with precedent, and with ‘the. 
recommendation of the Superintendent of the Examination, the Lieutenant- 
Governor has been pleased to permit Baboos Poorno Ohunder Dutt and Baroda 
Dass Bose to be declared as having passed for the lower grade. e 

5. Baboo Baroda Dass Bose, however, now holds a temporary Sub-Deputy 
Magistracy on the strength of the examivation which he passed in 1873. 
His position will not be injuriously affected by his failure to pass for the higher 
grade on thjs occasion. 

6. Of the three candidates for the lower grade, Baboo Sarut Chunder Dass 
already fills an appointment in the Subordinate Executive Service. He was 
appointed to be a First Grade Canoongoe in Tipperah in 1878, subject to passing 
in Surveying and Engineering at the examination in 1874. He failed to pass 
at that examination,*and as this was partly due*to his having been employed in 
the interior of the district on special work, his failure was passed over. He 
was afterwards employed on settlement duty, and could not attend the examina-

10. Ata meeting of the Fire-Brigade Special Sub-Committee, held on the 4th November 
1875, it was deemed expedient to make certain alterations in the construction of the small 
engines, viz. that the unions of the delivery hoses of all the engines should be made to fit 
each other, and the arrangement was carried out during the year under report with a very 
advantageous result in working the engines in point of expedition, 

» 11. During the year twenty-four fires occurred within the jurisdiction of the Munici- 
pality, which were entirely confinéd to private dwellings and straw depdts, and originated in 
the majority of instances from negligence and cooking. There was not a single fire amongst 
the jute and cotton warehouses. 

12, Owing to the rige in the price of horses, consequent on the Prince of Wales’ 
visit, aéuitable pair could not be provided for the large engine until the Sth un 31376, when 
a horse was purchased at a cost of Rs, 200, which was matched with a horse that drew the 
hospital ambulance. ‘ 

13. A watch was regularly kept, beth night and day, on the top of the cutcherry build- 
ing which commands an extensive view of the town, and intimation of fires was promptly 
given by means of the fire-bell. * 

14. The firemen were drilled and all the stations were regularly visited by the Super- 
intendent. During’the hot season the services of the firemen were utilized in pulling the 
_ Office punkahs, and this effected a saving to the general charges,

2. In connection with the o tions of port improvement, the Com- + 

missioners had, up to the 31st March 1877, expended on new works the sum of 


Rs. 71,82,288. this ar? had raised Rs. 52,87,187 by loans from Govern- 
ment, ‘and provided Rs. 18,20,517 from their current revenues, the balance 


« 


being made up by a sum of Rs. 74,584 contributed by Government for the new 


Strand Road. 
. 8. Up to the close of the year under review the total sum borrowed by 


the ‘ommissioners from Government (though not all spent) was Rs. 53,24,100, 
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They had repaid of this ftom revenues Rs. 8,70,585, leaving a balance of 
Rs, 49,538,515 still due They had paid as interest up to date Ks. 6,74,118. 

4. The total profits of the Commissioners up to the end of 1876-77 
aggregated Rs. 22,74,559, of which they had spent Rs, 17,87,706 on new works, 
and Rs, 8,70,585 in repayment of loans, the rest being devoted to the creation 
of a Jetty Reserve Fund and of an Insurance Fund against damage to goods 
at the jetties; and the cash balance. 

5. During the year of report the Commissioners Iaid out on new works 
Rs. 9,77,430, expended us follows.:—

6. Their net revenue for the year in this department of their operations 
was Rs. 8,97,602, and their gross receipts (other than loans, &c., from Govern- 
ment) Rs. 11,06,034, The difference between the gross and net revenue 
represents outlay on establishments, interest, repairs and working expenses, &c. 

7. The new river-side road and inland vessels’ wharves were completed 
daring the year of report, and the whole river-bank from Chandpal Ghat to the 
northern boundary of the Port, with the exception of the frontage of the 
East Indian Railway at Armenian GhAt and of the Eastern Bengal Railway 
at Chitpore, is now in the hands of the Commissioners. 

8. ‘The tramway to connect the inland vessels’ wharves with the Eastern 
Bengal Railway has been completed as far as Armenian Ghat, and it is hoped 
that the difficulties in connection with carrying the line across.the East 
Indian Railway Oompany’s premises may shortly be settled, when there will 
be direet communication between the Eastern Bengal Railway and the'whole 
line of import and export sheds, ‘The moveable bridge, across the canal at 
Chitpore wili very soon be ready, and the trains will then run direct to the 
Eastern Bengal Railway station at Chitpore, instead of along the Municipal 
Railway as at present. 4 ; 

.9, The other works, carried; out during the year were the completion of 
the new Burning Gh4t, the pitching of the slope and improvement*of the 
inland vessels’ wharves, the extension gf the jetty-beads to suit long steamers, 
the provision of additional engines and cranes, and the completion of the 
80-ton floating crane. The new office building Was also nearly finished, « 

10. The,dredger was employed at the jetties and inland vessels’ wharves 
for 192 days during the year, and dredged 2,471,500 cubic feet at a net cost of 
Rs. 22,868, or Rs. 9°25 per 1,000 cubic feet. All the berths in which silting had 
taken place were cleared out to a depth of 22 feet, and the jetties were thus 
fully utilised throughout the year. 

11. The income and expenditure of the jetties for the last six years hayé

The net revenue, therefore, for 1876-77 amounted to Rs, 1,85,043, as against 
Rs. 1,738,622 in the previous year.

of the increase under the head of workiug expenses consists of an exceptional 
‘charge of Rs. 25,702 for the value of 11 bales of raw silk accidentally lost in 
n . The Commissioners, have done well to form an Insurance Fund to 
‘ such losses. + ir 
§ 12. Inthe Resolution on the Report for 1874-75, the attention of the. 
; oe was drawn to the failure of the jetties to attract export cargo. 
‘he Lieutenant-Governor is glad to obserre that in 1875-76 the receipts on 
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this account rose from Rs. 7,667 to Rs. 29,020, and that in the past year 
Rs, 86,175 were realized from export cargo (chiefly hides and grain) passing 
through the jetties. 

18. During the past year 192 vessels, representing a gross tonnage of 
304,218 tons, made use of the jetties; the average length of each vessel’sdeten- 
tion being 10'2 days, and its average payment Rs. 204. It is stated that for 
83 vessels no room could be found at the jetties at all; that 53 vessels were 
delayed on an average three days each before they could be admitted ; and that 
46 vessels were compelled to leave the jetties before they had completed 
loading. It is clear from these facts that the present jetty accommodation is 
unequal to the requirements of the shipping. The application of the Port 
Commissioners for a loan of five lakhs for construction of a new jetty to the 
south of the existing jetties has been recommended for sanction to the Govern- 
ment of India. 

14, <A representatjon from the Chamber of Commerce, soliciting a reduc- 
tion in the rates charged for landing and shipping goods at the jetties, was 
referred by the Commissioners to'a Sub-Committee for consideration and 
report. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs in the opinion expressed by the 
Commissioners that the working balance is still not large enough to justify 
any present reduction in the rates which, moreover, are lower than similar 
charges in the portssof London and Liverpool, and not very different from the 
charges formerly paid for the much less efficient eargo-boats. 

15. During the year the cranes were at work for 54,292 hours, or nearly 
15,000 hours more than in 1875-76. This increase is chiefly due to the larger 
number of vessels using the jetties, and in part to the growing demand for 
night-work in order to secure greater despatch, At the same time, the cost of 
working the cranes ‘has been reduced from 14 annas 10 pies to 10 annas 2 pies 
per hour. A statement given in the report shows the hourly cost of working. 
hydraulic cranes to be 7 annas, while steam cranes cost Re. 1-0-3. It appears, 
therefore, that the substitution of hydraulic for steam cranes will be the 
means of effecting a considerable saving. 

16." The net revenue derived from the inland vessels’ wharves has risen 
frém Rs, 1,50,163 in 1875-76 to Rs, 1,94,279 in the past year in consequence 
of the unusual activity of the rice trade, arisfng from the demand of the 
famine districts of Madras and Central India. It is observed that the charges 
for interest and. repairs are considerably higher than in previous years ; but 
this is only the natural result of the recent extension of the wharves to the 
northern boundary of the port. ‘The newly constructed continuous wharf from 
Aheereetolah to Chitpore will now be known as Schalch’s Wharf, and that 
from Chitpore to Cossipore as Temple’s Wharf. \

It will be observed that the receipts from grains are double those of the’ 
previous year; that there is a slight rise in jute and hemp, and a slight fall 
in seeds; and that the other two items yield much the same as in 1875-76. 

18. The gross receipts on account of the Strand Bank lands have risen 
from Rs. 1,01,317 in 1875-76 to Rs, 1,07,928 in the year under report; but the 
net revenue has fallen from Rs, 19,432 to Rs. 18,279, owing for the most part’ 
to the enhanced expenditure under the head of repairs. PK

19.. The income of the Harbour Department amounted in the past year 
to Rs. 5,24,806, and the expenditure to Rs. 4,66,062—giving a surplus revenue of 
Rs, 58,844, as against Rs. 4,853 realized in 1875-76, It appears, however, 
that Rs. 41,019 of this amount come from the sale proceeds of the wreck of 
the Asia, whieh are credited in the Commissioners’ accounts pending a final 
adjustment of the claims against the vessel. 

20. The statement given in paragraph 78 of the report shows a remark- 
able increase in the tonnage of thé vessels arriving in Calcutta. It appears 
that while 1,173, the mean number of vessels arriving here in, 1868-64 and 
1864-65, corresponds very nearly to 1,171, the number of vessels which actually 
entered the port in the past year, the gross tonnage twelve years ago did not 
exceed 965,452 per annum, while in 1876-77 the figures represent a gross tonnage 
of 1,696,701 tons, showing an increase of 626 tons in the average tonnage of 
each vessel entering the’ port. ‘

The Lieutenant-Governor considers the facts set forth in this. statement 
satisfactory, as showing not only the readiness with which the local trade 
met the emergent demand from the distressed districts, but also because it 
appears that the steamer traffic of the port has increased from 406 to’ 462, 
independently of the abnormal impulse which has affected the trade in grain. 

22. The account furnished in the report of the collisions and aecidents 
to shipping that occurred within the limits of the port during the year shows 
that only nine accidents occurred in 6,783 operations of haulage, while there 
was only one total loss of any vessel in the port, that, of the Asia by fire, and 
for this the Harbour Master’s Department was not to blame, This case was 
= ali into by a special Court appointed . under section 8, Act IV of 1875, 
and two of the crew who caused the fire by taking an unguarded lamps into 
the hold were convicted and fined for a breach of Port Rules. 

28. The lamentable accident on board the torpedo boat, which caused the 
death of Sergeant Harrison and ten natives, has formed the subject of a Minute 
by the late Lieutenant-Governor and a report to the Government of India. It 
is needless therefore further to discuss the subject here. 

24. In. connection with this disastrous explosion, the attention of Goy- 
ernment has been drawn to the necessity of making adequate arrangements 
for blowing up, or otherwise removing, sunken wrecks within the port. The 
Commissioners, while intimating to Government that there:is not at present 
sufficient work cf this character to justify the appointment of a permanent 
officer to deal with wrecks, expressed their willingness to employ such an 
officer for twelve months, his retention after that period being dependent on 
the conclusions arrived at with regard to the conservancy of the whole river. 
In consequence of this representation, the Government of India in the Public 
Works Department have requested the Inspector-General of Military Works 
to name a competent officer -to conduct torpedo operations in future. It is 
hoped, therefore, that the three wrecks which now obstruct the navigation of 
the port may shortly be removed without the occurrence of any further disaster. 

25, Lhe moorings of the port are now in a very complete and sati 

_ condition, save as regards the 20 moorings affected by silt between Fort Point 
and the Dockyard. ‘he Commissioners have now 146 fixed and 25 swinging 
5; specie, lt of the best and strongest kind. 
pCR any questions in connection with the port conservancy are at 
sent under discussion, and, though noticed by the pitts ie mocies 
further alluded to here. The matter of the floating hospital has been settled 
the provision of ambulance doolies both at Prinsep’s and Armenian Ghits, 
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Hooeuty Burpee.

27. The receipts of the Hooghly Bridge in 1876-77 amounted to 
Rs. 4,21,088, and the expenditure, including interest and sinking fund, and the 
purchase of the ferry steamer Howrah, to Rs. 8,37,748. Taking into account 
the previous balance and a sum of Rs. 47,690 required to complete the reserve 
section of the bridge, there is a net available cash balance of Rs. 1,57,210. 

28. There is a falling off in the number of foot passengets passing both 
ways of 166,465 as compared with 1875-76, and this is stated to he due to the 

ractice of evading the toll-bar by passing through the railway station. The 
Wenteneat: Governor would wish the Commissioners to consider, in communi- 
cation with the Railway authorities, the best means of stopping this, which 
cause a seriout loss to the bridge receipts. 

29. he bridge has been efficiently managed by the Commissioners 
throughout the year, and proposals have been made for diminishing the risk 
of accident by improved arrangements for passing vessels through. ‘he 
question of abandoning the terminal charge on coal, discussed in the report, is 
under the consideratior of Government in the Public Works Department.

Annual Report on the Administration of the Tributary States of Orissa for 1876-77. 

Tue present report is less full than usual. Mr. Beames only succeeded to 
the office of Superintendent in the end of March, and he is therefore unable to 
speak from personal knowledge of the administration of the year under review. 
The report, which he has compiled from tie office papers and from his prede- 
cessor’s notes, is arecord of continued progress and good management in the 
majority of the States. : 

2." The fiscal condition of the two Government estates of Ungool and Banki 
is very satisfactory. The whole of the Government demand was discharged, 
and considerable payments on account of the current year were made in 
advance. In Bamunghatty estate the collections were made without difficulty, 
and a haidsome sum as net profits was handed over to the Maharajah of 
Mohurbhunje. The management of these three estates has been very creditable 
to the local agency, and the peasantry are prosperous and contented. The 
tribute demandable from the diffef€nt States has as usual been paid up 
punctually. ‘There are no arrears, and in six out of the sixteen States a part of 
the current year’s demand has already been deposited. 

8. There is no land assessment in the Khond Mals, but the people have 
taxed themselves with two cesses—one on spirit shops, the proceeds of which 
are, at their own request, applied to maintaining schools ; the other on ploughs, 
of which the collections, with an equivalent contribution from Government, 
are applied to the construction of roads. The shop tax produced Ks. 2,410, 
which, with a small sum for fines and sale proceeds of confiscated articles, 
actually exceeded the amount expended. Thus the largé balance (Rs. 4,857) 
at the credit of the fund at the opening of the year was slightly ‘increased at 
the close of the period. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Mr. Beames in 
thinking that the surplus should be devoted to opening new schools. The 
experiment has been sufficiently successful to justify hopes of still better 
results being attained. The average attendance at each of the sixteen schools 
now. open was nearly 86, and small rewards were earned for regular attendance. 
The proceeds of the plough tax, with the balance of the preceding year, 
amounted to Rs. 5,439. Of this only Rs. 3,665 was expended.. The import- 
ance .of improving communications in these tracts is so great that the Lieu- 
or ea eid would like to see the whole amount at the credit of the fund 
utilized. : 

4. The civil and revenue work appears to have been executed with 
efficiency and despatch. There were altogether 2,090 cases on the files, and 
of these 1,979 were disposed of. The three estates of Ungool, Banki, and 
Bamunghatty account for 1,791 out of 1,945 cases instituted. The balance 
represents complaints from tributary States in which persons were dissatis- 
fied with the Rajahs’ decisions; and the small number instituted, notwithstand- 
ing the progress of' land settlements in many of, them, bears satisfactory testi- 
mony to the general fairness of the proceedings of the Chiefs. Nearly one- 
third of all the cases instituted were suits rdlating to debt. Cases of* this class 
largely preponderated in the small estate of Banki, where fo less than 411 were 
brought forward. Indeed, civil litigation under all ‘heads is nearly twice as 
common in Banki as in Ungool, owing no doubt to its comparative populousness 
and its,proximity to the regulation tracts. Pr ve 

5. As in the previous year, there was littlé serious crime. Four murders 
and 11 cases of culpable homicide occurred. In connection with one of the 
latter, it is incidentally mentioned that the deceased and his aggressor had 
each consumed two quarts of strong spirit before their dispute arose. The 
Lieutenant-Governor remarks that dishonest crime is of rare occurrence, and, 
looking to the disregard of human life which is ordinarily found among 
wild hill tribes, he thinks that offences against the person have been creditably 
feWinwiumber. © , ; 
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6. Mr. Ravenshaw was unable to do as much 4s usual in ‘the way of 
inspection, important business requiring his presence at Cuttack and Pooree 
during the greater part of the touring season. Dhenkanal and’ Athgurh 
were the only States visited by him. Mr. Eden considers it of the breatest 
importance that a European officer of rank should regularly visit the different 
States to see with his own eyes how the administration proceeds, and to give 
the Chiefs his personal counsel and support. He is satisfied that nothing short 
of this will ensure the initiation and fulfilment of measures such 4s the estab- 
lishment and support of schools and the opening up of communications. 
Owing probably to the causes referred to above, less has been said on these points 
in the present report than the Lieutenant-Governor could have wished. He 
trusts that Mr? Beames will give these States his earnest personal attention 
during ‘the ensuing. camping season. Mr. Eden believes that, with good 
administration and the opening of land communication, the rich valleys of the 
Mahanuddy, the Brahminee, and the Byturnee have a prosperous future before 
them. 

7. With rare exceptions, the conduct of the Chiefs has been good. The 
Maharajahs of Mohurbhunje and Keonjhur have continued to uphold the 
character for public liberality and enlightened administration which has 
won for them the approval of Government, and which has found its fitting reward 
in the title of Maharajah recently conférred upon them. The Lieutenant- 
Governor was deeply grieved at the intelligence of the death of the Maharajah 
of Dhenkanal in February last, and His Excellency the Viceroy expressed his 
regret also at the Maharajah’s loss. The Maharajah always enjoyed the 
confidence of Government and the love and respect of his subjects, and in the 
course of a long and enlightened rule he did much for the permanent prosperity 
of his State. He has been succeeded by his adopted son, and Baboo Bonomali 
Singh, an educated and experienced gentleman who has already given much 
satisfaction as Dewan of the State, has been appointed guardian of the 
minor prince. The Rajahs of Pal Lehara, Athgurh, and Nursingpore have 
maintained “their reputation as just and intelligent ruiers. The Rajah of 
Athmullick, who was greatly beloved by his people and esteemed by Govern- 
ment, died during the year. He has been succeeded by his son, an intelligent 
and well educated youth, who has for some years assisted his father in the 
management of the State, and who may be trusted to carry on his enlightened 
policy. The Lieutenant-Governor is concerned again to receive unfavourable 
reports of the Rajahs of Nilgiri and Baramba. Mr. Beames has promised 
a special report on the condition of the former State, and this will be awaited. 
In Tafchere there appears to have been no improvement. The young Rajah 
has not attempted to levy any illegal cesses, but he has not dismissed his bad 
advisers, and he appears to be still leading an improvident and profligate life. 
The Lieutenant-Governor desires that Mr. Beames will take an early oppor- 
tunity of visiting Talchere and reporting fully on the condition of the State 
and the temper of the people. : : 

8. The continued misconduct of the Rajah of Duspulla, which has been 
frequently brought to the notice of Government, recently formed the subject 
of a special report. The Rajah’s behaviour towards his people has of late 
been so tyrannical ahd exasperating, and his mismanagement of his State has, 
in spite of repeated warnings and a solemn engagement, been so gross, that 
Mr. Eden has been compelled to interdict him from doing any public business, 
except with the assistange of a Council. Meanwhile the Rajah has been required 
to defi expense of a settlement of his territory by a specially selected officer, 
and he~ been warned that, if after six months he is not found to have 
given satisfaction to his subjects and to have loyally co-operated in carry- 
ing out the settlement and fulfilling the convention which he entered into 
with his people in 1874, the Lieutenant-Governor will without fail insist on 
his removal from Duspulla and bring the estate under djrect management, 
Mr. Eden trusts that the Rajah will profit by this last warning, and that it 

-will not be found necessary, in the interests of his subjects, to resort to the , 
* extreme measure 6f deposing him. 

9. Mr. Ravenshaw, during his long tenure of the office,of Superintend-, 
ent, enjoyed an amount of personal influence among the tributary Chiefs which 
bore ample testimony to the excellence of his administration. The thanks 
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of Government have repeatedly been tendered to him for the energy 
displayed by him in controlling and directing the relations between the 
Rajahs and their subjects. The results of his wise supervision are manifest 
in the gbnerally contented state of the people, and in a considerable improvement 
in their moral.and material condition. The Lieutenant-Governor, trusts that 
Mr. Beames will take an equal interest in this important part of his duties. 
Baboo Harikissen Dass, the Assistant Superintendent, and Baboos Beechund 
Patpaik and Sreenath Bose, Tehsildars, deserve credit for their careful and 
successful management of their respective charges. _

..,2. It was natural that in’such an extensive operation some modifications 


of detail should very soon be found necessary. It was impossible to hope that 


such a general re-arrangement of an intricate mechanism could be effected 
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_ without causing some friction, Modifications have therefore from time 
to time been introduced, some: under the direct orders of Government, and 
others by a natural process of adjustment among the various authorities con- 
cerned, The Lieutenant-Governor believes that the time has now come when 
it is advisablé that the whole question should be re-considered in the light of 
its practical working, and that such improvements as may be thought worthy” 
of adoption should be incorporated in a revised sgheme. 

8. It was apparently hoped that the position given to the professional 
agency of the Education Department, in connection with the scheme of 1872, 
would have secured at least that element of uniformity and continuity which 
is essentially necessary to permanent educational .progress. But it is now 
clear that far too much was left dependent on the unchecked idiosyneracies of 
individual district officers, many of whom had no special taste for this branch 
of administration, while all were already filly occupied with the constantly 
pressing details of thejr ordinary work. .In several respects, moreover, the 
principleswf the amalgamation were not very clearly formulated, and jn practice 
difficulties have frequently cropped ‘up in consequence. 

4. The Liewtenant-Governor gladly ‘acknowledges that, notwithstanding 
all these drawbacks, much important and useful work has been done. A fund 
of knowledge has been gained as to the educational requirements of the 
masses, In many backward districts a great stimulus to improvement has 
been given, and the cause of primary education has been placed on a broad 
and expanding basis. ‘Lhe combined common sense and zeal of both civil and 
educational officers have in fact brought about results on which they may 
well be congratulated’ There has, however, on the other hand, been consi- * 
derable loss of power, and, it is to be feared, no inconsiderable waste of 
money, arising from the want of due professional guidance and the absence 
of aceumulated professional experience, both of which. the new system 
failed properly to utilise. It is the Lieutenant-Governor’s present object, , 
while retaining the broad .principles laid down in 1872, so to adjust the 
educational machinery of the province as to secure, if possible, even better and 
more uniform results, Pi 
' +5. Before the changes introduced by Sir George Campbell, the contral. of

The 

only exception to this was the zillah school of each district, in respect of which a 

Local Committee. held certgin limited powers.

In any aided 
school placed by the Commissioner under departmental control, the Deputy 
Inspector was subject to the Inspector’s orders, but in all others he was under 
the Magistrate or the District Oommittee. He was to accompany the In- 
spector on tour, but was at the same time to be at the Magistrate’s disposal. 
The Inspector had to criticise and check his diaries, but the Magistrate could 
absolve him from the Inspector’s censure. The good sense of the Magistrates 
and Inspectors has no doubt enabled them in most cases to work harmoniously 

_under these somewhat conflicting provisions; but there have been instances 
where serious inconvenience has arisen. The position of the Sub-Inspector 
was as anomalous as that of the Deputy Inspector, with this added difficulty, 
that he had two more masters to serve—the Deputy Inspector himself and the 
Sub-Divisional Officer. : 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor proposes now to settle more definitely the 
relative positions and duties of all the various authorities whose-daty it is to 
control the educational operations of the State. Baie? 

A 9. There can be no doubt that by far the most important part of an Inspec- 
tor’s duty is that of visiting and examining the’schools in his jurisdiction. “All 
other considerations must be Subordinated to this. His time should be chiefly 
spent in travelling about, and personally supervising and aiding the progress 
of education, and not in examining accounts and passing bills at his head- 
uarters. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor has thereforerdetermined to relieve the 
nspectors entirely of the duty of auditing the bills and accounts of the schools 
under their control, and to transfer this work to a central department of 
audit, to be attached to the office of the Director of Public Instruction, The 
Director has at present a very insuflicient control over the expenditure-of his 
department. His inf>rmation is often months in arrear of the actual facts, and 

,it is on financial grounds alone very desirable to establish a stronger central 
control over educational expenditure. ,Che actual administration of the district

The apportionment of the primary grant 
to the sub-divisions of the district, the appointment, transfer, and removal of 
gurus and the regulation of their rates of pay, are all matters best settled by 
the Magistrate; and in such matters it is desirable that the Magistrate should 
i consult with the District Committee, though the ultimate decision will, as at 
present, rest with him. n regard to primary education, the Inspector's chief 
function will still be to observe and advise. He will inspect the pathsalas in 
the course of his tour, inquire cArefully into their working, and advise the 
« Magistrate on points that call for notice or correction, and on the principles 
wre appear to him most suited to the circumstances of parficular districts 
and tracts. * 


16. If the Magistrate differs from or neglects to attend to the Inspector's , 


suggestions, the Inspector will refer the question to the Commissioner, and if 

» the Commissioner agrees with the Inspector, their view must prevail. If the 

Commissioner and Inspector disagree, the former will refer the» matter to 

Government through the Director. If, however, the Director, concur with 
the Qommissioner, no reference to Government will be necessary. 

17. As regards the relations of the Inspector to the District Committee 

the Lieutenant-Governor would, in respect of aided schools, maintain the 


practice which has grown up as described in paragraph 5 above. The Inspec. 


tor will deal with applications for grants in-aid in the first instance, and will 
propose the establishment and amount of grant. The District Committee will 
be at liberty to suggest any modifications, and if the Inspector declines to accept

21. It is believed that the relations of Inspectors to Commissioners call for 
no fresh definition. The Commissioner must be kept fully informed of the 
educational progress of his division, and given every opportunity of taking an 
active share in it. General proposals which the Inspector wishes to lay 
before all Magistrates and Committees should go through the Commissioner. 
In the same way the Commissioner should consult the Inspector on any general 
schemes or proposals of his own, Differences of opinion must be settled as 
indicajed in *paragraph 16. The number of junior scholarships to be allotted 
to each district annually will be settled by the Commissioner in consultation 
with the Inspector. : 

» 22, It will be necessary for the Inspector to make the Commissioner 
the medium of communication with the Director on all matters of general 

interest that concern the general administration of the division (e. g., the 
re-distribution of district allotments, or the provision of normal ¢schools or 
techniéal instruction), as-well as on questions regarding the primary grant, or 
arising out of the action of District Committees. But matters affecting indivi- 
dual persons, schools, or grants-in-aid, and the interpretation of the technical 
rules of the Department, may be referred to the Director immediately. The 
"Inspector will also refer to the Director as at present such local questions 
as he cannot settle authoritatively himself under the rules in force. He will 
submit in tifis way recommendations for the appointment and promotion of 
Deputy Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors, and of zillah school teachers drawing 
Rs. 100 and upwards ; also all changes in the establishment of zillah schools, 
or in thé establishment, course of study, and stipend allowance of normal 
schools, and in the locality of model or Government vernacular schools. 
He .will submit ‘also to the Director all applications for new. grants-in-aid, 
or for the renewal, revision, or transfer of existing grants. The Director alone 
can finally cancel any existing grant. The Director will on his part correspond 
with District Committees through the Inspector, only circulars or general 
orders being sent them direct. ‘ 
* 28. The re-adjustment of the position of. the Inspectors with reference 
to primary education will enable them to bring under the notice of the Direc- 
tor all matters of consequence in cénnection with that important question; 
and as the Inspector’s annual report will be submitted to the Director through 
the Commissioner, the Director will be able to advise Government usefully upon 
eyery department of popular education. ‘ 

24. Returning to the district officials, the Deputy Inspector mast still 
remain subordinate both to the Magistrate and District Committee and to the 
Inspector; but it will prevent any conflict of authority if the Inspector 
‘Tecognizes that the Magistrate, as the representative of the Director in 
respect to primary education in the district, has the first claim on his 
services. The Deputy Inspector will submit his diaries to the Inspector 
through the Magistrate. The bills and accounts of all kinds which he 
at present submits to the Inspector, he will, under the Magistrate’s 
orders, forward to the Director’s office of audit. The accounts of primary 
schools wi}l be passed by the Deputy Inspector under the Magistrate’s orders. 
The Director will decide what abstracts sifall be furnished to the Inspector 
to keep him aware of the existing allotments of the primary grant. 











26. Députy Inspectors can be appointed and dismissed only by Govern-— 


ment. They may be fined or suspended by the Inspector either on the report 
of the Magistrate, or of his own motion; but promotion and degradation will 
rest with the Director, to whom also all fines and suspensions will be reported.

27. Sub-Inspectors may be transferred within the limits of the division 
by Commissioners on the advice of the Inspector. The Magistrate may fine 
or suspend ary Sub-Inspector within his district, reporting the fact to the 
Inspector, and may transfer him within ‘the district with the Inspector’s 
concurrence; but the appointment, promotion, or degradation of a Sub- 
Inspector will rest with the Director alone. 

28. The clerk of the District Committee must in all distritts be treated 
as the clerk of the Deputy Inspector’s office, and assist in conducting that 
officer's correspondence; but the Deputy Inspector should on no account take 
him away on tour. . 

29. The Lieutenant-Governor believes that the arrangements here 
sketched out will have the effect of securing uniformity of system and continuity 

"of policy im the working of the Educational Department, and that, without 
sacrificing any of the real merits of the reforms of 1872, they will utilise 
more thoroughly the services of that expensive professional agency’which has 
already done so much for education in Bengal, and whose special experience 
and training it is most desirable to recognize and employ. 

80. It will be the duty of the Director hereafter to draw up any formal 
rules necessary to give effect to this scheme, and to settle any details subject 
to the approval of Government. Meantime the Lieutenant-Governor directs 
that, before any changes are actually made, this Resolution be circulated for 
the information and consideration of Commissioners, Magistrates, and Circle 
Inspectors. They are requested to submit their opinions with reference to it 
to the Director, who will abstract and analyse them, and report the result with 
his own remarks for the final orders of Government.
